Monday to issue a temporary order 
in a suit by three inmates at the 
Lompoc federal penitentiary who 
c la i m

c o n fin e d 
“ arbitrarily” in isolation. 
Judge Manuel Real said the issue 
of a 
preliminary 
injunction was 
moot lic a u se all three inmates now 
are out of isolation. He scheduled a 
hearing May 23 on the inmates' 
request for a permanent order. 
E arlier in the day-long hearing, 
Lompoc associate warden Robert D. 
Hough testified that inmates were 
placed in isolation for misconduct or 
when officials believed they were 
disruptive factors. 
“ It’s strictly for control and if you 
want to use the word, for punitive 
m easures,’ he said 
Hough said prison officials used 
isolation as a means of defusing a 
power struggle between Mexican- 
American and black inmates. 


The three inmates who filed the 
suit, Charles X. Hines, Earnest X 
Price and Isaiah X. Walton, all are 
Black Muslims.

He added he has not 
faced FAA or Los Angeles Sheriff’s 
Department disciplinary actions nor 
expects any for having operated the 
craft while Honey was unloading the 
grenades. 


He said he urged Honey not to toss 
the canmsters from the helicopter 
although he felt it was not an illegal 
action.

Senator confident of approval for coastline protection bill 


SACKAMENTO (U Pl) 
-The Senate author ot the 
toughest and most controversial coastline protection bill ot 
the 1972 session voiced confidence today he will overcome a 
setback suffered in a key legislative committee 
i ’m optimistic that we will have a bill,’ Sen Donald 
Grunsky, R-Watsonville, told newsmen 
The Senate Natural Resources Committee, which last 
year killed similar legislation, refused Monday night after 
a four-hour hearing punctuated with name-calling to take 
another look at the bill, probably next week 


The measure would establish a parent statewide coastal 
zone commission and six regional commissions to oversee 
development of the picturesque coast from Mexico to 
Oregon. The commissions would have the power to prohibit 
developments they considered "detrimental 


It was supported by the California Coastal \lliance, a 
coalition of 1(H) conservationist groups, and was opposed by 
such powerful interests as the California Real Estate 
\ssoeiation, Pacific Gas and Electric Co 
League ot 
California Cities and the County Supervisors Association 
While some committee 
members pressed for an 
immediate showdown vote on the legislation. Sen Geo rue 
Zenovich, D-Fresno, the crucial "swing’’ vote, insisted he 
wanted more time to study tin1 issue and read amendments 
io the bill 


On a split voice vote, the committee agreed to delay 
action until the bill, which underwent technical amend 
ments, is returned from the State Printing Office in reprint 
ed form 
The nine member committee is reported split 4-4 on the 


111unsky bill with Zenovich representing the "swing vote 
The measure needs at least five favorable votes tor 
passage. 
"I intend to vote for some kind of a coastal bill this year,” 
Zenovich told the committee "I m not at this moment 
prepared to vote 
At one point during a line byline examination of the bill

N e w opportunities t о r 
women have been opened up 
by technological advances 
that link sophisticated elec­ 
tronic equipment and com 
p u t e r s, Holmquist said. 
“ Women now fill 70,000—or 
12 per cent ol the 560.000 
jobs in our industry and the 
employment o u t l o o k for 
them has never been better. 


“ That figure is certainly 
going to increase during the 
years immediately ahead,” 
he added, “ because we con­ 
tinue to hire more women 
than men in many staff cate­ 
gories and they now com­ 
pete equally with men for 
openings in line operations. 


“ I was one of a group of 
ail industry personnel direc­ 
tors who met m Washing­ 
ton, D C,, not long ago to 
discuss the role of women 
in our industry. We found 
hat there wasn’t a job on a 
ailroad that some woman

chinook So tar no silvers reported m the area 
Morro Hay, fishing has been great with many limits, 
including plenty of ling cod Best fishing spot at this time is 
m the vicinity of Piedras Blanco lighthouse 
Suit fishing at Oeeano Beach is picking up, but heavy 
swells have not been much help This also applies to 
Guadalupe Beach, where some nice limits ot barred perch 
have been caught 
This little beach has much to 
recommend itselt 
it lias a parking lot within a hundred 
yards of the ocean, the beach shelves off deep, and no 
wading is required I'lus may be to the good, as it is possible 
tor a real comber to knock an angler down and roll him into 
deep water We have experienced this accident in our 
younger days, and can say it is not a pleasant experience, 
with waders full of water and rolling around in the deep 
surf 


F R E S H W A T E R F IS H IN G 
Lake Naeimiento reports that chill winds and turbulent 
,water slowed tishing last week. A tew nice catches were 
brought in, but nothing like stringers of the week before. 
Most iish are on the spawning beds, and a return to normal 
weather should return fishing to the red hot status of last 
week. A few luknker-sized crappie were weighed in at 
around 212 to 3 pounds, but quantity was hard to come by 
White bass fishing was spotty, with a few limits being 
caught in the Oak Shores area. As was to be expected black 
bass fishing was very slow. They like warm water, and a 
very few were taken on plastic worms and jigs. 
Catfishing held up better than other species, with not too 
many anglers out for them. A few in the 4 to 8 pound class 
were brought in by night and early morning anglers. 
The early spawn was brought about by the unseasonably 
warm water temperature (68 degrees» at spawning depth 
Stabilization of the water level near Monterey County 
during this period has insured a big spawning year, with 
good tishing for a long time to come 
In spite of cold winds and trosty mornings, Lopez Lake 
had a terriiic iishing pressure last week In spite ot this, 
trout fishing was fair to good, both from the bank and from 
boats Whilst most of the trout were catchable size, and 
freshly planted, quite a few carryover big trout were also 
caught Bass tishing on the quiet side, account of the cold 
water. 
Bass fishing good at Margarita Lake, with the tish being 
caught in shallow water Crappie are also very active. 
Some nice catfish were caught at the lower end of the lake, 
using anchovies and clams 


P L A N T I N G S 
Cachurna Lake reports that bass fishing has been 
exceptionally good, w ith trout tishing on the slow side The 
trout stocking has ceased here for the season, so from now 
on cannot expect much 
In Santa Barbara County the only planting was in the 
Santa Ynez river Ventura County had trout planted in Piru, 
Rose Valley lakes, and Reyes Santa Paula, Sespe, and Piru 
Creeks. 
The DFG planted 74 tons ol trout in 34 Southern 
California lakes and streams prior to the Easter holiday. 
This heavy stocking program was accomplished in spite of 
problems that required the planting crews to do double 
duty They had to spend part of their time on the rush job ol 
getting the Mohave River Hatchery back into operation 
after a forced 6 month shut down occasioned by the 
catchable trout lor stocking when a deadly virus disease 
was detected in the rearing ponds. To make up for the lost 
production at Mohave, the Fillmore Hatchery has had to 
push production beyond normal, and tank trucks have been 
hauling trout to Southern California from San Joaquin 
Hatchery near Fresno 
The current drought, the worst on record, has brought 
added planting problems for the hatchery crews Many 
small streams are either too low or too warm to plant this 
spring If these small waters are to get trout, they must get 
them in a hurry. 


The DFG warns hunters that the wild pig season in 
Monterey County closed Monday, March 27 This is the only 
area in the state that there is a closed season tor taking 
European wild pigs

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Rabbits, myth and fact 


The rabbit as a svmbol lor Easter can be traced back 
to the legend of Kostre, Teutonic goddess of spring and 
fertility Each year the Teutons set aside a day ot 
worship to this deity. 
, 
The celebration ushered in spring and the end ot ttn 


11 loomv winter months Prayers were ottered tor newly 
sprouted plants and the hope that things would produce 
in abundance. 
......... 
Before the time of Kostre. the story goes, theie were 
no rabbits 
Birds were in 
a b u n d a n c e , however, and 
Kostre took one and fashioned a rabbit Each yeai s iiu e 
then the Easter rabbit has laid a single egg to signify its 
gratitude tor the miraculous transformation 
Rabbits as we know them aren't quite so specialized 
Just as with the tale ot Kostre. however, they do hear 
their voting in the spring 
The young are born with their eyes closed and hau less 
in an underground burrow There are three to six in a 
litter and a doe can has e up to t ive littei s a v eat 
Rabbits have especialls strong legs and good ears 
They must rely on these two things to protect them trom 
their enemies They like heavy thicket and dense g*ass 
because there they can hide from the animals w hich hunt 
them, coyotes, bobcats, owls and other birds ot pi ev 
Herbivorous animals, their diet consists ot baik, 
plants and grasses To fanners they are pests When it s 


available they will eat hay. vegetables, grape vines, 
voting trees and other crops that appeal to their palates 
Crepuscular 
cVeatures. 
rabbits 
forage 
for 
food 
primarily in the twilight hours. This makes them 
especially popular on the menu ot owls which swoop 
down out of the darkness and carry them ott 
The popularity ot rabbits, other than as pets, is often 
during times when there is a scarcity ot other meats 
During both World Wars people raised and hunted them 
in abundance. 
Rabbit fur has many important uses too It can be 
made to look like more expensive varieties and is used to 
trim clothing 
Kelt material is often the product ot 
compressed rabbit fur 


Raising rabbits as pets requires a great deal of care it 
they are to remain healthy A variety of the following 
will keep them well ted oats, barley , alfalfa, clover, 
hay. timothy, cabbage, kale, lettuce, carrots, turnips and 
beets They should have a good supply of fresh water and 
their hutches must be cleaned daily 
(iood doses ot air and sunlight are also important. This 
prevents the animal from getting rickets and diseases of 
the respiratory system 
Who knows, maybe it you take good care of your 
rabbit, he too. out of gratitude, may lay a single colored 
egg
